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From the Editor

Making a long story a bit shorter, back in August the XYL mandated a relocation from the 
Knoxville, TN lakeside QTH to new QTH in a comfy condo in Longmont, CO, just north of 
Boulder and an hour from Denver. After 25+ years, we’re back in the Front Range, an 


hour from some of the best skiing and snowboarding in North America. 


But this story is about one of the ham radio-related episodes of the move. Needless to say, the move required a 
change in this DXer’s lifestyle. 


One of the items we moved (and one of my treasures) was my collection of DX QSL cards accumulated over 50+ 
years of DXing. | cherished that collection — to the point that | had a custom-built wooden QSL holder/cabinet 
made by a couple of local craftsmen (retired from Oak Ridge National Labs). It held my roughly 15,000 DX QSL 
cards in neat drawers with separators by entity. In my custom cabinet, each country’s/entity’s QSL cards was eas- 
ily located by using the entity tabs. Within each entity, QSL cards were meticulously sorted for easy retrieval. So 
when | wanted to see whether | had that elusive 1Z9A QSL from the Karen National Union (East Burma) to write 
about in an SDDXC Bulletin narrative, locating 


the card within the collection took just mo- 
ments and was a piece of cake.
